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otherwise, nor shall said mayor or aldermen or city trea- 
surer be entitled to any compensation for their services. 

SECTION 20. Sections seven, eight, nine, ten, eleven, Acts repealed. 
twelve and fifteen of article five (5), and section six of 
article six of chapter 247 of private and local laws of 

• 1869, and sectionssix, twenty-nine and thirty of chap-
ter 154, of the laws of 1873, and all acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent with this act areshereby repealed. 

SECTION 21. Sections one and two of article one of Acts revived. 
chapter two hundred and forty seven of the private and 
local laws of 1869, as amended by chapter three hun-
dred and forty-five of the private and local laws of 1870 
are hereby revived and declared to be in full force. 

SECTION 22. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 322. 

[Published March 25, 18741 

AN ACT to authorize the county board of supervisors of Outa-
gamie county to reduce the price of county swamp lands 
therein. 

The people of the state of Wuconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. The county board of supervisors of 
Outagainie county, acting as swamp land commission-
ers therein, are hereby authorized to sell any county 
swamp land in said county of Outagamie for such 
price as in their opinion the same may be reasonably 
worth, not less than fifty cents per acre. 

SEurforr 2. All acts and parts of acts contravening 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
